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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Amendment A filed on 5/1 9/03 in Paper No. 8 and amendment B filed on 9/29/03 
in Paper No. 9 have been fully considered.

2. The formal drawings filed on 5/19/03 in Paper No. 9 have been approved by the 
examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowance subject 
matter: the prior art of record does not teach or suggest the combination of a number of 
chips located between a base plate and a cover plate, wherein the faces of the base 
plate and of the cover plate that face away from the chips are each electrically isolated 
from the chip. The base plate includes a insulating substrate and a first metal coating 
on the electrically insulating substrate, wherein the first metal coating forms the inner 
face of the base plate facing towards the chips. A first contact spring arranged between 
the upper face of each chip and the cover plate and a second spring located between 
the cover plate and the base plate. The pressure on the cover plate establishes an 
electrical contact between the second spring and the first metal coating in claim 7. 

A substrate with a plurality of bond fingers offset from the center of the substrate 
and surrounding a die area. A first lower die having a first, inner, and second row of 
bonding pads, wherein the first row of pads are electrically coupled to bond fingers by 
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lower bond wires. A second lower die is coupled to a first subset of bond fingers of the 
plurality of bond fingers while the first lower die is coupled to bond fingers with lower 
bond wires. A first stacked die coupled to the first lower die, wherein the first stacked 
die has a first subset of pads coupled to inner pads by wires and a second subset of 
pads coupled to a subset of the plurality of bond fingers. A second stacked die coupled 
to the second lower die, wherein the second stacked die is coupled to the first lower die 
with bridge bond wires that span the lower bond wires and coupled the plurality of 
second stacked die bond pads to the plurality of second row of pads in claim 7.
